Mi*. Swope. 
How* he got it ? 
Who 
called him to get it and what took 
place between the two in the parlor 
of the Whiter Mehring home on the 
afternoon of 
April 25, 
summarize 
briefly 
the 
rain of queries 
asked 
by Mr. Swop®. 
Mr. Coucher was not entirely clear 
as to the details of what went on at 
the Mehring home the afternoon he 
he eecured the first confession as he 
showed by subsequent testimony. 
According to Coucher, he went to 
the Mehring home the afternoon of 
April 25. 
He and Miss Geiselman 
were alone in what Coucher termed 
the sitting room. 
They talked there 
about 45 minutes, according to Couch­ 
er, and he started to leave. 
Miss Geiselmap, he testified, called 
him back and the two went into the 
parlor where about 20 minutes later, 
the confession 
was 
signed. 
Before 
she signed the statement, Coucher de­ 
clares, he told her who he was 
and 
warned her that anything she said 
would be used against her in court. 
He also stated on the stand, that he 
handed her his State Police officer’s 
badge. 
Introduce Confession 
The confession which was later in­ 
troduced as evidence, stated that she 
had given birth to a child at the W ar­ 
ner Hospital and that the infant bad 
died from loss of blood about 20 min­ 
utes later. She told also of disposing 
of the body. 
Coucher testified that he did not use 
any third-degree methods to 
secure 
the confession but th at it was given 
voluntarily. 
He stated that Miss Gei­ 
selman appeared rational. This state­ 
ment, however, he apparently contra­ 
dicted later when he read his testi­ 
mony at the preliminary hearing when 
he testified she seemed disturbed. 
“Did she ever say to you that she 
intentionally killed her child?” was a 
question asked several times by Attor­ 
ney Swope. 
“No, not directly,” Mr. Coucher re­ 
plied. 
To secure the second alleged confes­ 
sion of Miss Geiselman on April 2G, 
Coucher said he was called to the 
W arner Hospital by Miss Thomas, su­ 
perintendent. 
Miss 
Geiselman 
had 
been admitted there the evening 
be­ 
fore as a patient suffering from the 
effects of having taken bichloride of 
mercury. 
Second Confession 
It was this second alleged statement 
which contains but four words, that \ 
was the subject of discussion this fore­ 
noon. 
Coucher testified that he WTOte i 
out a lengthy confession for her at the ! 
hospital but that she refused to sign 
it, saying that she wanted to make a 
four word confession. 
“I killed my baby,” were the words 
of the second alleged confession. This 
was also introduced as evidence. 
Just 
what Coucher did with 
the 
statements Miss Geiselman made to 
him at the hospital and which she re­ 
fused to sign, he was not sure. 
At 
first he testified he thought he 
tore 
them up but later admitted that 
he 
was not sure what he had done with 
them . 
The testimony Coucher gave at the 
preliminary hearing and part of that 
he gave this morning apparently were 
contradictory. He testified at the pre­ 
liminary hearing that Miss Geiselman 
did not seem normal at the hospital 
when he secured 
the second alleged 
confession. On the witness stand, this 
morning, he declared that she seemed 
rational to him. 
The defense 
finished 
its cross-ex­ 
amination of Coucher at 11:10 o’clock 
and he was finally dismissed. 
Miss Thomas on Stand 
Preceding Coucher 
on the 
stand, 
Friday afternoon, was Miss Elizabeth 
Thomas, who recently resigned as su­ 
perintendent of the W arner Hospital. 
She testified that she had visited Miss 
Ceiselman’s room April 19 about 2 o'­ 
clock in the afternoon. 
She gave 
Miss Geiselman 
her newspaper 
and 
left the room immediately.
